LL the Letters from feveral Parts of 
Lombardy, confirm that the Grand Prior 
of Frnce has withdrawn from off the 
Territories. of the, Republick, all the 

; Troops he commands, and that he has 
‘difpofed rtkem on the other fide of the Mincio, 
at Goito where he has fix’d his Head Quarters, 
‘at Vola, Capriana, and Caftiglione delle Sri- 
‘vere, along the Frontier of the Mantuan, in order 
to cover it from the Incufions of the Imperialifts, and 
to be at hand to make Head againtt them whatever 
‘Route they took.Mean tume he watches the Motions 
of the Imperialifts, who prepare to return into Italy, 
and of whom a Body has already taken Poft on this 
fide the Adige, ar Pefcantina, 2od at San Michele 
inthe Vercneze. The Prince of Vaudemont has di- 
fpofed Troops to Guard all the Fords and {Pofts of 
the Adda ; has reinforced the Garfifon of Sancino on 
the Oglio near Orci-Novi; anc has caus'd a great 
Number: of Ovens be builc for baking Bread for 
the Troops that wil be thither if need be. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated OC. 9. 
Venice, Sept. 26. We have receiv’d Advice,that the 
Count of Leiningen began to march the 20th of this 


Month with the Imperial Troops he commands, and ~ 


a great Train of Artillery ; and that he is entred into 
the Breffan by the Valley of Lodrone, &c. He makes 
a thew of defigning ro penetrate thence into the Mi- 
Janeze ; but the Grand Prior of France apprehending 
thar is but a Feinr, and that the Imperialifts intend 
‘rather to return into the Manruan, keeps near Goito 
with ihe greateft rart of his Troops, and caufes the 
Fortifications of Oftiglia, Revere, and other Neigh- 
‘bouring Pofts to be carried on with ai! Diligence. 
Ravisbon. O&. 2. Leters from Infpruch of the 
goth of ‘aft Month, fay they had received Advice 
there that Count Leiningen’ had penetrated as far as 
Salo with the Vanguard of his Army, without meet- 
ing any Ojpofiticn ; 2nd thar he only waited to be 
joyn’d by the seft of his Troops, to continue his 
March towards Como, propofing from thence to get

From the Camp before Ivrea, Sept. 18. The 2d of 


this Vionth, the Governour of Ivrea, feeing a Lodg- 


ment made on the Counterfcarp, 2 Breaches in the 
Body. cf the Piace, and a Mine dug under one of 
the Bartions, beat a Purley and offer'd to capitulate. 
The Dike of Vendome offer'd him the fame Condi- 
tions he granted to the Garrifon of Vercelli: - But the 
Caftle nor having been aztack’d yer, the Governour 
would not fubmic-to them. Whereupon we conti- 
nued to barter the Place, to dig Mines, and to ex- 
tend our Lodgment on the Counterfcarp. The 17th 
in the Nighr the .neceffary Difpofitions being made 
for atracking the Town.next Morning, the Befieged 
abandon’d it, and retir’d into the Caftle, leaving be- 
hind them ‘their Sick and Wounded, of whom .the 
Duke of Vendome order’d as much Care to be taken 
as is wfually of the Kirig’s Troops. The Garrifon,which 
ar firft confifted of Battalions, is reduc’d to 2400 
Men, They will be made very uneafie in the Caftle, 
which cannot afford room to more than 7 or 800 
Men; and befides are but ill ftor'd with Provifions, 
and want Waver. Two davs ago, 2 Detachment of 
the ssnemies, attack’d the Guard of a Convoy that 


was coming from Vercelli; bur the Sieur d’Arene 
who was fent out to meer thar Convoy, came in 
during the Action,defeaied the Enemy, killing feveral 
of them, and brought off the Convoy. We have Ad- 
vice, that the Duke de la Feuillade has detach’d'a 
Body of Foot and Dragoons, to enter the Valley of 


Aoufte, and poffefs themfelves cf that Province ; and 


afterwards to come, part of them at leaft, and joyn 
the Duke of Vendome. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated O&. 
From the Camp at Crefcentino, Sept. 22. The 
18ch of this Month the Garnifon of Ivrea offer’d to 
Capitulate, the Duke of Vendome refuling to treat 
with them unlefs they would likewife Surrender the 
Caftle and Citadel,theGovernor rerir’d with his Gar- 
rifon and all the Ammunition into thofe two Potts, 
quitting the Town which was in a very bad Condi- 
tion: So that there are 2 new Sieges to be made, 
and new Attacks to be begun. if thefe two Pofts 
are defended as well as the Town was, which held 
out 16 days after the Trenches were opened before 


‘it, it may be hoped the expected Succours will come 


time enough to relieve them. We have two flying 
Camps of Horfe, one on this fide, the other on tother 
fide the Doria ; they are commanded by the Prince 


_of Lorrain and General Bramer, and harafs and in- 


commode very much the Knemy’s Army, and make 
‘ir difficult for them to receive Convoys. To Day all 
our Troops have begun to move, on what Defign 
we cannot tell. 

Turin, Sept 23. .The 18th Inftant three Noble 
Genouefes arriv’d here, and after a fhort ftay pro- 
ceeded to the Camp at Crefcentino: "Tis faid the 
Occafion of their coming is our Duke’s having de- 
manded Savona to be reftored to him; which 
Pretention of his Royal Highnefs is feconded by fome 
Potentate in Alliance with him.

- Paris, O&. 3. We have receiv’d Advice, that 
the Trenches were open’d before the Cattle of Ivrea 
the 20th of laft Month, and that they are carry’d on 
with great Diligence ; but that the Fortifications of 
the Caftle are more regular than "twas thought they 
were, The Befieged would have quitted it and have 
faved themfelves, but the Troops Pofted along the 
Doria, repulfed them, and obliged them to return 
into the Place. The Duke of Vendome has detach'd

Since which he 
met at Sedan his Brother the Elector of Cologne,who 
came thither to meet him, and from thence they pro- 
ceeded together to the Netherlands.

The 29th of laft Month tke 
moft fcrene Hlecter of Bavaria, accompanied by the 
moft ferene Elector of Cologne hts Brother,who wetir 
to Metz to meet him, arriv'’d at Charlcroy and was 
faluced with a tripple Difcharge of the Artillery of 
the Place, and receiv’d the Compliments of the No- 
blemen and Minifters who repaird thicher to wel- 
com him. The 3oth at Noon he fet our from thence, 
the Cannon firing as foon as he was out of the Gates, 
to go to Nivelle, frem wihenee he came tite of 
this Month to Waterlo where he din’d, and was met 
by a great Number of Perfons of Qualiry in their 
Coaches : The fameé day at 4 in the Afternoon he ar- 
riv'd here on Horfeback, accomparied by the Off- 
cers of his Howfehold, and his Horfe Guards; He 
alighted at cur grear Church, where he heard Di- 
Vine Service, the Archbifhop of Meckilen officiating ; 
and afterwards went tothe Palace,where he receiv'd 
the Compliments of the Perfons of Quality and Mi- 
nifters that attended his coming: The Elector of 
Cologne airiv’d ac the Palace in the Morning, Tho’ 
nis Electoral Highnefs tied defir’'d that no publick Re- 
oyeings thoulé be made at his Arrival, fo great was 
the Joy of the Inhabitants of this City to fee him 
again, thar they flock’d into the Streets through 
which he pafs’d, and made the Air ring with their 
Acciamations, and at Night Bonfires were made. in 
every Stree. Yefterday in the Morning the fuperigr 
Coufts congratulated his Electoral Highnefs on his 
Arrival, and the Magiftrates of the Town made him 
the ufual Prefenr of Wine. 
From the Bruffils Gazette, dated OSober 7. 
O&tober 7. Deputies from the Eftares 
ef the Provinces and chief Towns arrive here daily 


to compliment his Electorah Highnefs upon his Ar- 
rival in this Country. ‘His faid Highnefs gives ex- 
traordinary Application to the King’s Affairs, is pre- 
fent daily in the royal Council, and gives publick 
Audience on the ufual! days ro thofe who have BuG- 
nefs with him.
